SACRAMENTO, May 2.—President | 
Harrison and party were met at Dav- 
isville early this morning by Col. J. 
B. Wright, City Trustee McLaughiin, 
M. Rf Higgins of the Governor’s of- 
five, Postmaster Coleman and R. R: 
Harmon ind escorted.to the city. As 
the train drew into the beautifully 
decorated Union depot in Sacramento, 
a salute of twenty-one guns was fired 
and as the Président stepped from the 
train, an immense crowd greeted bim 
with wild cheers. Mayor Comstock! 
spoke a few words of welcome and the 
party then entered carriages and were 
driven to the capitol. Representa- 
tives of the Grand Army posts acted 
asa Guard of Honor. Thousands of 
people had assembled in the Capitol 
park and all the school children of 
the city were drawn up in line on 
either side of the broad walk leading 
up to the grand stand. As the Pres- 
ident was escorted through the line 
by the Mayor, he was pelted with 


flowers by the children. Mayor Com- 
stock introduced Governor Markham, 
who, aftera few remarks, presented | 
the President. who spoke as follows: 
““Governor Markham and _ feilow | 
citizens: Our eves have rested upon 
no more beautiful or impressive sight 
since we entered California. This 
fresh aad delightful morning, this vast 
assemblage of contented and happy 
people, this building dedicated to uses | 
of the civil government, and all things | 
about us tend to inspire our hearts 
with pride and with gratitude—grat- | 
itude to that overruling Providence 
that turned hither after the discovery 
of this continent the steps of those 
who had the capacity to organize a 
free representative government; grati- 
tude for that Providence that has in- 
creased the feeble colonists on au in- 
hospitable coast to these millions of 
progperous-people who have found an- 
wbther sea and populated its sunny 
shores with happy and growing peo- 
ple [applause]; gratitude to that Prow 
idence” that led us through a civil 
strife to the glory and perfection of a 
unity of people that was otherwise 
impossible; gratitude that we have 
to-day a union of free States without 
a slave to stand as a reproach to that 
immortal declaration upon whicb our 
government rests [cheers]; pride that

the insulting epithets which Sir John 
McDonald aod Other members of the 
Cabinet had showered upon the United 
States during the recent campaign. 
The result of the recent election; he 
held, was a practical victory for the 
Liberal party and their policy was un- 
restricted reciprocity. 

Sir John said in reply that the gov- 
ernment had every reason to congrat- 
ulate themselves for the manner in 
which the country repudiated the Lib- 
eral party and their policy of annexa- 
tion ; he regretted the loss of several 
of his supporters, who bad fallen in 
the battle, but the defeat was due to 
the McKinley bilt- and not to any 
charges that could be directly brought 
against the government. 

Cartwright characterized the whole 
course of the government as one cal- 
culated to exasperate and irritate the 
United States against Canada, and he 
regretted Sir John had not seen fit to 
withdraw the unfriendly references 
he had made to that great republic in 
place of stating he would stand by 
what he had said. 

The conduct of the Canadian gov- 
ernment in 1886 had almost drawn 
the United States into commercial'war 
against the Dominion as subsequently 
had been pointed out by Tupper. The 
Liberal party bad repeatedly urged 
the adoption of some measure that, 
could make free if possible the com- 
mercial intercoyrse between Canada 
There is one 
of few things certain to occur—free 
trade with the United States or a 
practical suspension of all commercial 
intercourse with the republic by their 
attitude towards the United States. 
The insults they had heaped upon 
sixty-five million of the people of that 
great republic to the south by the Do- 
minion government have arroused a 
spirit of hostility ‘toward Canada in 
the United States whose influence 
President Harrison. or Secretary 
Blaine could not ignore. Sir John 
MacDonald had denounced everyone 
whvo voted for the Liberal party, and 
unrestricted. reciprocity as annexa- 
tionists, and according to this theory 
and the resultiof the recent elections 
over one-half of the population of 
Canada were in favor of a political 
alliance with the United States, If 
annexation ever became the live issue 
in Canada in would be through the 
acts of the present administration who 
had precipitated such a state of affairs 
in the country. The Minister of Fi- 
nance, Fcster, was not in a position 
to define the government’s position in 
regard to pending negotiations at 
Washington, but would ask the House 
to wait patiently until the corre- 
spondence in the case was brought 
down, when it would be seen that 
they had acted in the best interests 6f 
the county, and he would say, how- 
ever, that the government considered 
the treaty of 1854 a fair treaty, alike 
to Canada and the United States.

Loxpon, May 2.—The naval exhibi- 
tion of the.Chelsea embankment 
opened to-day with great ceremony.

The entire passageway, one- 
eighth of a mile long, leading to the 
spot from which the Prince of Wales; 
declared the exhibition open, was 
lined by celebrated naval and military 
officers, to the rear of whom a strong 
force of Blue Jackets and marines 
presented arms as the royal party 
passed.

Senate Concurrent Resolution rela- 
tive to amending the Constitution of 


the State of Nevada. 


Resolved by the Senate, the <As- 
sembly concurring, That the Consti- 
tution of the State of Nevada pe 


amended as follows: 


Amend Article X, of the Constitu- 


tion of the State of Nevada by addin 
Sections 2 and 3 thereto, which sha} 
read as follows: 

Section two. 
trust, contract or other obligation by 
which a debt is secured, shall, for the 
ey ose of assessment and taxation, 

2 Scamed and treated as an interest 
in.the.property affected thereby... In 
case of debts so secured, the value of 
the property affected by such mort- 
gage, deed of trust, contract or obli- 
gation, less the value of such security, 
shall be asvessed and taxed to the 
owner of the property, and the value 
of such security shall be assessed and 
taxed to the owner thereof, in the 
county, city, town or district in which 
the property affected thereby, is sit- 
uate. The taxes so levied shall bea 
lien upon the property and security, 
and may be paid by either party to 
such security. If paid by the owner 
of the security, the tax so levied upon 
the property affected thereby, shall 
become a part of the debt so secured ; 
if the owner of the property shall pay 
the tax so levied on such security, it 
shall constitute a payment thereon, 
and to the extent of such payment 
a full discharge thereof. 

Section three. Every contract here- 
after made, by which a debtor is ob- 
ligated to pay any tax or assessment 
on money loaned, or on any mortgage, 
deed of trust or other lien, shall, as to 
any interest specified therein, and as 
to such tax or assessment, be null and 
void.

A DEEP HOLE. 


An Oil Well Sunk 4,100 Feet Near 
Wheeling. : 

One of the most important scien- 
tific explorations into the depths ol 
the earth ever undertaken, says the 
Philiadelphia Press, will be carried 
out near Wheeling, Penn., under the 
joint auspices of the United States 
Government and the city of Wheeling. 

Some months ago the Wheeling 
Development Company began drilling 
a well near this city in search of oil or 
gas. It was determined to bore as far 
as possible. The hole has already 
reached the depth of 4,100 feet, 
within 500 feet of the deepest well in 
the world. In this distance a dozen 
thick veins of coal have been passed, 
oil and gas. both struck, but not in 
paying quantities, and gold quartz, 
iron and other minerals found. - The 
hole is eight inches in diameter, and 
the largest in diameter of any deep 
well in the world. 

To-day Professor White, State geol- 
ogist,* arrived from Washington, 
where he had succeeded in getting

the government will take up the work 
under the direction of two expert of- 
ficers of the geological survev and 
drill into the earth.as faras human 
skill can penetrate. 

The idea is to take the temperature 
and magnetie conditions as far as pds- 
sible, and by means of an instrument 
constructed for the purpose, a com- 
plete record of the progress and all 
discoveries made will be kept and 
will be placed in the geological survey 
exhibit at the World’s Fair.
